This well known substitute for stained 
glass has been on the market for about twelve years 
and has, therefore, apparently stood the te6t of time. 
It is a material supplied in transparent adhesive sheets, 
the shape of borders, corners and centre pieces, 
ground patterns for covering large areas, etc.; the 
variety of sizes being 6uch, that any window can 



or hang suspended. We illustrate three of the various 
combinations. The semi circular window is the work 
of the Belcher Mosaic Glass Co., whose productions 
are already favorably known to thousands of readers. 
The process, briefly described, consists in doing away 
with the old system of lead soldering which was so 
great a draw-back in stained glass work. By the new 
method all the glass remains visible, and the most 
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Broadway, and in the office of the company in the 
same building are shown "many beautiful specimens, . 
worked either by hand, molds or rollers, and decor- 
ated in every shade of metallic bronzes or solid 
color. 

As we remarked in a former mention of Linspar, 
it possesses qualities essential to good and satisfactory 
work. After being laid with the trowel it takes from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours to. harden, thus 
affording time for treatment of the entire surface in 
the way of impressing the figures by molds or. hand 
manipulations in sculpturesque style. 

Moreover Linspar, admirable as.it is, regarded 
from an artistic point of view, attains the hardness of 
terra cotta, and is capable of having a polish im- 
parted to it equal to that given to paper mache, a 
feature bearing on color decoration which all will 
appreciate. The pigments are not mixed with mate- 
rial itself previous to laying on, such intermixing in 



eaMly be covered ; while designs issued are numerous. 
To assist the purchaser, sheets of suggested arrange- 
ments, or combinations of the designs, are printed 
and supplied at a very Tow charge. _'•£ ■ 

The instructions for affixing the " Glacier " are 
very simple— the gloss .is to be cleaned, uniformly 
moistened with a sponge, and the material applied. 
When dry it cannot be removed from the glass ; will 
not crack, curl up, or be affected by heat or moisture. 
The only care necessary is. that of avoiding the air- 
bubbles which might -remain' underneath, a little 
rubbing with a soft cloth will ensure their removal 
and. obtain what should always be attained, close con- 
tact with the glass at every point. When a number 
of pieces are joined together on glass to form, a 
design, the joints may be visible, and to cover these, 
and to imitate the leads . of real . glass, slips of black 
material of proper width are supplied in convenient 
boxes. The new announcement on our outside cover 



beautiful effects in mosaic glass are secured without 
brush or paint work. The presence of these seams 
of sheet lead necessarily detracted from the beauty 
andfiuish of the pane, but though the process was 
universally deplored no substitute was known But 
now, by. means of a matrix or metal composition, this 
defect is entirely done away 'with, the various pieces 
of glass joined edge to edge, as are the tiles in a 
mosaic floor, and a pane of grlass mosaics produced.
